HEROISM AT A FIRE. 

The most disastrous fire experienced 
|in Scotland for half -a centur 
occurred last week at a model lodg- 
ing-house for men in Watson Street,

The scene of the catastrophe was a 
square building consisting of four 
floors. and an attic, in which about 
350 lodgers were sleeping, and the 
outbreak occurred on the fourth floor. 
It is believed that it. was caused by 
smoking in bed. It was at once 
apparent to the firemen that all efforts 
must be directed to saving life, and 
they found a most valuable. assistant 
in a man named Finlay, who rescued 
the lodgers in the attic chambers.

ROYAL INDIAN TOUR. 


The Prince of Wales held a durbar 


at Indore, at which the Central India 


chiefs were presented to him. 

A few words of description of 
this characteristic ceremony are 
necessary, says the Daily Telegraph. 
In their main lines these durbars are 
invariable throughout the whole of 
India. Beneath a large ‘‘ Shamiana,” 
supported on silver poles, the Prince's 
silver and crimson velvet throne is 
raised on a dais, covered with heavy 
and splendid cloth of gold. Over it isa 
ta'l canopy of the same material, sup 
ported on silver-giltcolumns. Behind 
tho throne stand four men in scarlet 
and gold uniforms, the outer 
holding ''chowries," or yak-tail fly 
whisks, the inner pair maces of silver 
gilt. Behind these again stand two 
others, raising aloft the Surajmakhi,

or heart-shaped sunshades of tissue 
of gold, which symbolise Empire. 
The native chiefs gather on either 


sid» of the Shamiana, seated accord 
and at 


ing to strictly-observed rank 

tended each by four or five members 
of his personal retinue. Apart from 
the other decorations, these alone 


present such a vision of scintillating 
gold and rich colour as no other 
country can offer. Jewels are worn 
in profusion, and it is curious that 
thé lower the chief in order of pre 
cedence the more costly the gems he 
wiil probably be wearing. One mincr 
chief, a mere youth, was lately 
authorised to draw from his treasury 
30,000 rupees for the purposes of the 


Prince’s visit It was. however, 
hardly the intention of the Govern 
ment that he should spend the 
entire sum on one new jewelled 
puggary for himself, as actually 


happened 

The Princess of Wales arrives first, 
and takes a seat on a gilt chair 
slightly in the rear of the Prince's, 
with the ugnal guard of honour, 
and jescort.

A Curious Bulb. 


The remarkable flower which has 
been inquired about by a Devonshire 
correspondent is the bulb Sauromatum 
guttatum, and although rather scarce, 
most- seedmen . stock them; the 
ordináry price being 6d. each or 4s. 
a dozen. The bulbs are very large, 
and to grow the flowers the tuber is 
simply stood upon a- table, mantel- 
piece, or any other suitable surface 
in a^wafm room, where, without 
water or sóil, each bulb in a few 
wéeks prodücés:a curiously-formed 
flower, from 16 in, to 18 in. long, 
spotted dark red -on an orange 
ground. After flowering, the roots 
should be planted in the open,. where 
they grow up elegant, dark-green 
foliage. As they do not often flower 
at all well in æ second season, the 
roots should be thrown away after 
the flowers have decayed. 


A Poultry Note. 


This is the period of the year at 
which all poultry-keepers are anxious 
to get their pullets to come on to 
lay, and it is*really surprising how 
much assistance can be given in this 
direction by the judicious use of a 
little bone, says a writer in Poultry, 
A farmer who was asked for an ex- 
planation as to why his poultry had 
suddenly come on to lay so well 


better, in fact, than he had ever 
known before—said he had been 
manuring . his land with common 


agricultural -bone, and no doubt it 
was this that caused the sudden im 
provement in the laying capacities 
of his poultry. 

Here it may be remarked that some 
poultry-keepers rather favour what is 
known as green bone, while others 
stick to the old-fashioned white bone. 
There is no doubt that the former 
is the better, because white bone is 
refuse .from bone  manufactories, 
where buttons, tooth-brushes, knife 
handles, and things of that sort are 
made, which necessitate a prepara- 
tion of the bone beforehand, thus 
taking away a good deal of its 
original On the other

difference between agricultural bone 
and fresh green bone is, of course, 
that the former is in a more or less 


decomposed condition, and therefore | 


not so wholesome to give to poultry, 
and more than likely to give an un- 
pleasant flavour to the eggs. The 
way to provide poultry with green 
bone is, of course, to purchase a 
small green bone mill, and either 


use up the hoitsehold bones, or, if 
they are insufficient, get your butcher 
to supply you with some fresh bones 
two or three times a week, and let 
these be cut up and_mixed with the 
poultry food in small quantities as 
required.
